Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Howard Frankfort on June 30, 2003. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1 (three times amended) An isolated nucleic acid molecule [comprising a 
nucleotide sequence] consisting of the nucleotide sequence of SEQ ED NO: 3, wherein the 
nucleic acid molecule [sequence] encodes a functional NREF3 nuclear hormone receptor co- 
activator polypeptide, wherein the NRJJF3 binds in a ligand dependent manner to thyroid 
hormone receptor (TR) and retinoid X receptor (RXR), but does not interact with retinoic acid 
receptor (RAR), vitamin D receptor (VDR), progesterone receptor (PR), glucocorticoid receptor 
(GR), and estrogen receptor (ER) in a yeast two hybrid assay system, or in vitro, or both, which 
polypeptide contain an LXXIL (SEQ ED NO: 2) module in its C-terminal domain. 

Claim 3 (twice amended) An isolated nucleic acid molecule [sequence] comprising 
the [a] nucleotide sequence [consisting] of SEQ ID NO: 3 (Figure 2). 

Claim 4 (twice amended) A vector comprising the nucleic acid molecule [sequence] 
according to claim 3, wherein said nucleic acid molecule [sequence] is operatively associated 
with an expression control sequence.
